DON GLUT 

Don’s enthusiasm for Godzilla, like most 
of us, goes back to the days of his youth. 
Growing up in Chicago, he became a prolific 
amateur filmmaker, which led to a successful 
and wide-ranging career as a writer, director, 
producer, actor and crew member on an 
amazing variety of movies and TV shows. He 
featured Godzilla prominently in his amateur 
films, and gave Godzilla his first serious and 
accurate coverage in the west in the book 
Classic Monster Movies. Don was a special 
guest at G-FEST ‘97, and this year he receives 
the Mangled Skyscraper Award for his 
contributions to sci-fi and fantasy fandom. 
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HISTORY 
OF G-FEST 

In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japanese monsters 
discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a new fanzine called G-FAN. 
Created by Canadian high school teacher and long-time Godzilla fanatic 
J.D. Lees, the bimonthly ‘zine gained popularity, and finally “went 
national” with issue #9. 

By the summer of 1994, many of the people who had come on 
board by submitting articles and art to G-FAN decided it was time to meet 
face to face. A “Friends of G-FAN” meeting was organized for the Labor 
Day weekend at a Howard Johnson’s outside Chicago, and attended by 
about twenty hardy souls. Though they had never met one another before, 
the sharing of experiences, Godzilla memories, and collectibles created an 
instant rapport. Such a good time was had that a full-fledged convention 
was suggested for the summer of 1995. The meeting took place in the 
Radisson Hotel Arlington Heights, and was repeated in 1996, and at the 
Wyndham Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 and 2000, G-FEST moved to 
California, then returned to the Radisson in 2001. Outgrowing the hotel, 
the convention moved “down the Street” in 2004 to the Crowne Plaża. 

Over the years, many features have been added to G-FEST that 
have proved popular with attendees year after year. A highlight of G- 
FEST is always the Modeling Thread, organized and staged by Stan G. 
Hyde. Modeling instruction has become a stand-alone, two-day event, and 
the Model Contest is always a focal point of interest, thanks to Stan’s 
personal commitment to seeing both succeed. Other contests have also 
been mainstays over the years. The Costume Paradę has always been 
popular, and has gained ground in recent years. This year, a costuming 
thread is being developed by Paul Gavins, with the promise of matching 
the modeling thread in stature. The amateur video contest, art show, 
gaming, video gaming, and Artist Alley all add to the variety of events at 
G-FEST. 

A thread for kids has been developed by Barb Weiler and Ron 
Lipecky. They cali their room Minya’s Place, and carry out all kinds of 
crafts and activities aimed at younger fans. The room is abuzz with 
activity and has become a popular attraction. 

In recognition of special contributions individuals make to the 
production and/or promotion of the Japanese monster genre, 1999 saw the 
introducdon of The Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award is crafted 
by Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on Godzilla ) based on 
an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. Lees. Each year, the Mangled 
Skyscraper is presented at a special ceremony. Past recipients are Forrest 
J Ackerman (‘99), Koichi Kawakita (‘00), and Greg Shoemaker (‘01), Stan 
Hyde (‘02), Gamera creator and director Noriaki Yuasa (‘03), Godzilla 
spfx chief Teruyoshi Nakano (‘04), Godzilla vs Hedorah director 
Yoshimitsu Banno (‘05), and our own Robert Scott Field in 2006. 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its friendly and 
relaxed atmosphere. It is truły a convention staged by fans, for fans, 
heavily dependent on volunteers. Though GodzilIa’s admirers are many, 
we are scattered widely, and often find it difficult to connect with others 
who share our passion. G-FEST offers the opportunity to enter a world 
of kaiju toys, games, activities, contests, and commeraderie. Make the 
most of the experience, you’re among friends! 

If you have ideas or suggestions for G-FEST, there is a session on 
Sunday to discuss exactly that. If you wish to become morę involved in 
the planning or staging of the convention, please feel free to offer your 
talents. 

For many people, G-FEST has become a warm and welcoming 
experience where age differences are irrelevant. When it comes to Godzilla, 
we’re all kids at heart.

In 1999, 
Gamera 3 premiered at G-FEST in the newly 
renovated Egyptian Theatre in Los Angeles. In 
2000, G-FEST brought a new, subtitled print of 
Godzilla (‘54) to the big screen, as well as 
Godzilla Destoroyah, Son of Godzilla, and 
Rebirth of Mothra 3. 

In 2001, fans in Chicago thrilled to the big 
screen premiere of Godzilla x Megaguirus. 
Godzilla vs Destroyah and Gamera 2: Attack of 
Legion were also screened for the first time in the 
Chicago area. ‘03 featured Tokyo S.O.S., Monster 
Zero, and Terror of Mechagodzilla , in ‘05 we saw 
Godzilla vs the Smog Monster and Godzilla 
Finał Wars, and last year G vs KG.

Tickets ($6) will be sold at the 
theater box office. Reaching the 
theater is the responsibility of each 
ticket holder. G-FEST attendees can 
help one another by organizing in one 
of the following manners: 

- Those who are driving to the 
theater should puli up in front of the 
hotel for a few minutes before they 
leave, and offer a ride to those who 
don’t have transportation. 

- Use the G-FEST message 
board to secure a ride to the theaters 
in advance of the show. 

- Buses will be organized so 
check the lobby registration area and 
lobby for departure times and prices. 



The same methods have been used for the past five 
years, and there wasn’t a single reported problem of a person 
not being able to obtain transportation. 

The following are directions for travelling to the 
Pickwick Theater from the Crowne Plaża Chicago Ohare: 

Leave the hotel and go north on North River Road. It 
becomes Des Plaines River Road, then South River Road. (Just 
stay on River Rd.) You will be driving along a forest preserve, 
and after passing Axehead Lakę, you come to Touhy. Tum 
right. After passing through the forest preserve and then about 
20 city blocks, you will drive under railroad tracks. Be on the 
lookout because the Pickwick is coming up very soon. It is on 
the right side of the Street, just off the corner at a 6-way 
intersection/stoplight (Northwest Highway and Prospect Ave. 
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are the other cross streets). You need to turn right at the 
intersection and the theater will be right there, then it is every 
man for himself for parking. DO NOT PARK IN THE STRIP 
MALL PARKING LOT, or you will be towed. There is a metered 
parking lot almost right across the Street which is free after 
hours (for the Friday and Saturday night showings). 


Driving time from the hotel should be 15 minutes max. 
Tickets for the movies will be available at the theater box office.
